The audience of more 
than 1,100 persons, a

crowd, heard Jean Buckley and 
David Murphy give orations. 


Dr. Harper asked, "What in life 


is worth using life to achieve?" 
Then he launched his discussion of 
the seven worthwhile values. 


Seven Values 


1. Economic values are concern- 


ed with the earning, saving and 
spending of money. You 
often 


think of money in a personal sense, 
but in the future you will be called 
upon to consider it with.a sense of 
stewardship. You are the future 
public officials and will be asked 
to administer public funds. In all 
your economic dealings, "be more 
concerned with what you are 
worth, rather than what you can 
get." 


2. Physical values are important, 


because "a clean physical inheri- 
tance should be handed down by 
you to_your children and your chil- 
dren's" children." 
Medicine , has 


made such great discoveries in the 
last generation that many people 
now are alive who would have died 
from disease in an earlier age. We 
often say we are living in a bad 
age, but 'we are living in a good 
age. 


Fun IN Vital 


3. Recreation will keep you sane 


to work, to do a better job. "Fun, 
a .sense of frivolity, a zest for life 
are vital to life. If there is any 
man I fear it is the one who is too 
austere." However, remember that 
ivc must earn the right to play. 


4. Social values are important', 


because "every normal man or 
woman desires the respect and af- 
cction of others." Work 'at the 
task of being good friends, for in 


democracy the /people have a 


responsibility. We need a spirit of 
social fellowship that will permit 
debate on principle without de- 
cending to personality conflicts. 
Most people follow the religion of 
heir parents, so do not let acci- 
dental differences of birth create 
social differences between us. Do 
not let blind prejudice and igno- 
rant concepts of racial superiority 
destroy fellowship. 


5. Intellectual values are the 


base for further development, but 
ntclligcnce Is not an end in itself. 
The real test of intellect is the 


way it functions when applied'to 


problem." Thoughts must be 


converted to speech and action to 
Ive them values. 


Key to Peace 


6. Esthetic values hold the key to 
'peace, poise and power." The fine 
arts are more than entertainment. 


They provide spiritual renewal and 
spiritual strength. 


7. Religion is important because 


servants of their fellow men follow 
the Master. We are assured of 
earthly immortality through our 
children and of spiritual irrimortal- 
ity through the soul. 


Dr. Harper urged the class to 


consider these values, and in con- 
clusion said, "Don't run away

Dixon City Council Proposes 
$486,86 7 Budget for 1954-55 


Figure Tops 
Last Year's 
By $31,551 


Fire Equipment, 
Higher Salaries 
Cause Increase 
Dixon's city council Tues- 
day nifcht proposed a 1954-55 
budget of $486,867. 


The new appropriation is in 


contrast to the city's 1953-54 
budget of $455,316, which this 
year's fiscal year budget ex- 
ceeds by $31,551. 


The budget will be open for pub- 


lic inspection for one week, and 
acted upon at the next council 
session. 


Main reasons for the budget hike 


are the planned purchase of an 
aerial firefighting pump truck and 
mandatory state- law salary in 
creases for the city's police and 
firemen, according to Mayor Wil 
Ham Slothower and the 'addition ol 
one fireman to the force. 


Major small appropriation, in- 


creases were a $500 boost in the 
city's fire protection fund and a 
$1,000 increase for street light ap 
propriations over 1953-54. 


Give Breakdown 


The new budget's general appro- 


priations include $62,685 for public 
affairs; $17,562, accounts and fi- 
nance; $140,845, public health and 
safety; $66,650, streets, and $22, 
875, 
public property. This makes 


a general fund total of $310,617. 


Last year's general fund totaled 


$282,764. This year's rise was due 
mostly to an approximate $40,000 
hike in the public Health and safe 
ty appropriations, caused by the 
afore-mentioned rise in police and 
fire salaries. 


Special Levies Up 


Special tax levies this year arc 


slated to total $176,250 in contrast 
to last year's $172,550, a slightly 
less than $4,000 increase. 


Other business taken up by the 


council included a p r o p o s e d 
change in the city's police depart 
merit setup. L. C. Ballard, health 
and safety commissioner, asked 
the council to consider instituting a 
police captain at a salary of $325 
per month and two sergeants at 
monthly salaries of $310. The city 
now operates with three sergeants, 
who are ranked only by the chief. 
Promotion would be by examina- 
tion. 


Ballard said the proposed change 


would lead to greater incentive 
among the officers. 


Traffic Condition 


Ballard also asked the council 


to do something about the crowd 
ed traffic conditions at the new 
Washington shcool every time it 
rains. 


"Busses are slowed down and 


traffic snarled every time mothers 
drive to school to pick up their 
children during inclement weath- 
er," Ballard charged. "Each wom- 
an wants to park right in front of 
the school, and there just isn't 
room. 


"When it comes to traffic man- 


ners," Ballard continued, "I would 
say that the children could teach 
the adults a lesson. 


"The kids on foot always wait 


'or traffic, but the parents show 
ack of courtesy in a mad rush 
o get nearest the schol building."

To cope with the traffic Ballard 


proposed traffic and parking rule 
changes along Morgan street, Stcr-, 
ing avenue and McKenney street. 
The council also heard a petition 
rom residents and owners of a 
home 'at 1212 Hemlock av., who 
want to be annexed to the city of 
Dixon.

Molotov Kills

Outlines New Terms in 
Geneva Policy Speech 


GENEVA MV-Western diplomats said glumly today Soviet Foreign 


Minister V. M. Molotov had all but killed chances of peace in war-torn 
Indochina by his latest policy statement. 


Outlining his "peace terms" late 


Tuesday to the nine-party 
china conference, Molotov not only 
raised new issues but leveled 
charges which aroused Western re- 
sentment. 


He accused the United States of 


masterminding a plan to under- 
mine the Geneva conference and 
extend the Indochina war. 


Western hopes received their big- 


gest jolt when Molotov got down 
.0 the Communist terms for an 
Indochina peace. 


Molotov also reiterated the Red 


Mxsition that the problems of the 
hrce Indochincse states of Viet 
Nam, Laos and Cambodia are idcn- 
ical and should be taken up to- 
gether. 


Delegates from Laos and Cam- 


>odia have threatened to walk out 
of the conference if their problem 
s lumpe'd with that of Viet Nam. 
Backed by the Western nations, 
hey contend there is civil war In 
Viet Nam, but that their own tcrrl- 
cries have been invaded by Com- 
munist-led Vietminh troops. They 
demand withdrawal of the Com- 
munists. 


Molotov also called for discus- 
ions on the sovereignty of the

Indochincse states, even 


hough they all-claim to be inde- 
pendent. 


He called for withdrawal of all

troops—meaning

orces—before elections could be 
held. 


At the same time, he stuck to

Rural Ogle 
Report Rain Makes Corn 
Field Look Like Hay Field 


By GEORGE D. PERISHO 


Ogle Farm Adviser 


OREGON — With all the rainy 


weather we have been having, 
some of our corn fields are begin- 
ning to look like hay fields and in- 
quiries are coming in rapidly on 
the use of chemicals for weed con- 
trol. We should keep in mind, how- 
ever, that chemical weed control 
is only a supplement to good cul- 
tural practices. Two. 4-D may be 
used In your corn fields after the 
second-leaf stage. It is not safe to 
apply more than 3,i pound of acid 
of the ester or J4 pound of acid of 
the amine type per acre. We would 
suggest using not less than 10 gal- 
lons of water per acre to insure 
good control of the broad leafed 
weeds. 


There IB wmie danger a«socl- 


atcd with the uoc of 2, 4-D on 
corn during the period from the 
third-leaf stage to tassellng. The 
most 
severe tjpe 
of 
Injury 


caused by 2, 4-D ha* been utalk 
brittlcnes*. Post-e mergence 
apraying of corn ulioiild be uftcd 
only as one finds it necessary to 
control weeds. Wild sweet potato 
in corn fields can be killed by 
the application a* mentioned 
above. Apply In late July or 
early August. Use high clearance 
equipment or a knapsack spray- 
er. Applications made at any 
other time will kill the top 
growth but will not usually affect 
the root ftj stem. 
Quack grass is much more diffi- 


cult to control and the best control 
to use will be a soil sterilizer such 
as TCA or Atlacidc. They arc non- 
selective at heavy rates and the 
soil may remain unproductive for 
some time. TCA is not effective in 
long dry periods and there must 
be enough rainfall, such as we 
have been having, to wash or move 
It into the soil around the roots of 
quack or Johnson grass. At pres- 
ent it is too expensive to use for 
large scale applications, but is 
practical and efficient for control- 
ling if you have small patches of 
quack grass in your com field. 
TCA ia somewhat caustic and 
should not come in contact with 
the skin. The best way to eliminate 
quack grass is to plow or disk in 
the late summer and apply 40 to 60 
pounds of TCA per acre. This ap- 
plication can be followed by a crop 
of corn In the spring. Hoeing or 
Intensive cultivation of the crop 
will be necessary to prevent the 
quack grass from reestablishing it- 
self the following year. 


Elmer Cross, of near Polo, was 


inquiring about the use of TCA on 
his pasture land. Two, 4-D, 2, 4-5T 
and TCA are not poisonous to live- 
stock but there is some indication 
that these chemicals do make 
poisonous plants more palatable to 
livestock. Therefoie, if pastures 
that are being sprayed contain 
jimson weed, white snakcroot or 
other poisonous weeds, livestock 
should be kept out until the weeds 
have died or have been removed.

A Toll Bridge to Nowhere 


A toll bridge to nowhere, constructed on dry land and 


ending at the bank of the river ^ys supposed to cross, 
stands in Nebraska as a monument to the U. S. army en- 


This toll bridge to nowhere was intended to connect De- 


catur, Nebraska, and Onawa, Iowa, which are on opposite 
sides of the Missouri river north of Omaha. Without a bridge 
crossing, residents of either town had to travel 80 to 100 
miles to reach each other; with a bridge the distance would 
be reduced to almost eight miles. 
Application was made to the U. S. army engineers in 


1946 for a permit to build the bridge (a permit was necessary 
because the Missouri is a navigable waterway under army 
jurisdiction). Approval was given by the army engineers in 
1949Before construction was started, a shift in the river's 
channel to the east was noted. The bridge commission's con- 
suiting engineers suggested a change in bridge location. The 
army-engineers objected, and gave assurance that the river 
would be returned to its original channel. 


The bridge was deliberately constructed on dry land, 


over the original river channel, with the river actually flow- 
ing in a channel east of the bridge approach. Then, efforts 
to get the river back into its original channel under the 
bridge were ineffective. 


Now the bridge commission is trying to get federal aid 


from congress to the tune of two to two and a half million 
dollars to put the river back under the bridge as promised 
by the army engineers. 


Meanwhile, residents of the two towns continue to make 


their 100-mile detour to reach each other, and the holders 
of the $1.970,000 toll bridge revenue bonds hopefully wait 
for the river to be replaced so that traffic can move and tolls 
can be collected. 


This fantastic story, told in the May issue of the Na- 


tional Municipal Review, sooner or later will cost Illinois tax- 
payers to move the river under the bridge. The Taxpayers' 
Federation of Illinois suggests it might be cheaper to build 
another bridge, leaving the other as a perpetual national 
monument to.be visited regularly by those who favor the 
trend toward big government growing bigger.

The Doctor Says: 


Vitamin B-6 Is Important 
Factor in Feeding Infant 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


A fascinating story of a medical 


mystery has just come to my atten- 
tion. It started with the rather 
alarming experience of a physician 
who was called to see a number of 
infants about two mpnths old who 
were 
afflicted 
with 
convulsive 


seizures. 


All of these infants were re- 


ceiving 
the 
same 
commercial 


preparation 
of 
modified 
cow's 


milk rather than mother's milk. 
When they were given some oth- 
er 
preparation 
the 
convulsions 


promptly ceased.

It soon became apparent that 


other 
physicians 
were 
seeing 


babies from about 6 weeks to 4 
months v old with similar convul- 
sive seizures and that all of the in- 
fants had been fed on the same 
preparation. It was a startling 
and rather alarming situation. 


The problem promptly came to 


the attention of the Division of 
Nutrition of the U. S. Food and 
Drug 
Administration, and par- 


ticularly to that of Dr. O. L. 
Kline in that division. 


He quickly recognized the sim- 


ilarity of the convulsions in these 
small 
children 
to 
that 
which 


occurred in young rats who were 
fed a diet deficient in vitamin 
B-6 in experiments which he and 
others had conducted some years 
before. 
* • * 


The 
next 
step was 
to see 


what effect the addition of vita- 
min B-6 to the diet of these in- 
fants would have. Soon after this 
step was decided on, an infant 
was admitted to the University 
Hospital, the State University of 
Iowa. This infant seemed a suit- 
able candidate for this study. 


The child was given a single 


injection 
of 
vitamin B-6. Al- 


though 
feeding 
was 
continued 


with the same batch of commer 
cially modified cow's 
milk 
for 


several days, no further convul 
sions occurred. 


A great many other studies on 


.this curious situation have al- 
ready 
been 
conducted. It 
was 


found, for example, that the vi- 
tamin B-6 content of the particu- 
lar commerical preparation was 
a little less than half that in fresh 
human milk.

The 
situation, 
of 
course, 


has been reminded and was no 
one's fault in the first place. But 
the whole experience has served 
to concentrate increased 
atten- 


tion on the importance of vita- 
min B-6 in infant feeding in the 
prevention of convulsions. 


It has also emphasized the pos- 


sible role of this vitamin in other 
conditions, and the importance ol 
other vitamins as well.

win," he added, "because I am 
sure In a third world war there 
would be no winner." 


Gruenther also told his audience 


he was not sure time was on the 
side of the West. Russia's Indus- 
trial and atomic stockpiles are 
mounting, he explained, and her 
air power displayed at the recent 
May Day parade in Moscow was 
"devastating."

The possibility that any such 


hearings will be held is remote. 
The Senate itself would have to 
vote such a procedure, irrespec- 
tive of any agreement Symington 
and McCarthy might make. 


Specifically, 
Symington, Mis- 


souri Democrat, mentioned among 
other things a $10,000 payment Mc- 
Carthy received from the Lustron 
Corp., and the question to whether 
McCarthy had converted to per- 
sonal use any funds contributed to 
McCarthy for his fight against 
communism. 


No Conclusion 


A Senate elections subcommittee 
looked into questions about Mc- 
Carthy's financial affairs in 1952 
but said it could come to no con- 
clusions in the absence of testi- 
mony by McCarthy. 


That subcommittee suggcster to 


McCarthy that he should testify 
but the Wisconsin senator never 
did so. The subcommittee made no 
effort to require testimony from 
McCarthy. 


Symington demanded that Mc- 


Carthy furnish documents and give 
testimony "without resort to im- 
munity." 


McCarthy said he would agree 


to testify before a special commit- 
tee If that would get Symington

"First saw light, then smoke. 


Smoke went up. up and right 
throught the clouds. Later heard 
and felt blast. Wind so strong some 
people fell down. It banged doors." 


Of the 82 Rongclapers, about 45 


suffered radiation burns. Many of 
these were slight. 


"Some were frightened." said a 


Rongelap medical aide. "By night 
children were crying. Many adults 
were sick." 


Began Lofting Hair 


A few days after exposure, some 


of the resident began losing their 
hair. Three days after the blast a 
destroyer arrived to evacuate the 
residents. The affected people re- 
ceived medical assistance Here on 
the Kwajalein Atoll. A top medical 
team was flown from the United 
States, arriving March 10.
